PHOTOGRAPHING COLOR COPY 


Most widely used method of printing color illustration is 
called four-color letterpress printing. This process is em- 
ployed to print LIFE’s color. Letterpress is printing done 
from plates whose printing surfaces are raised, or in relief. 
In four-color letterpress, four different inks, each printed 
from a separate plate, are used to get all color combinations. 
Below is a color printing press. Opposite, the progression 
used in color printing is explained. 

The color illustration opposite was printed from nickel 
replicas (printing plates) made from halftone plates. A half- 
tone, as explained here last week, is a metal plate whose 
surface is covered with small, raised dots, The pattern of 
these dots, when printed, forms a picture. For four-color 
printing, four halftone plates must be made, one each for 
yellow, red, blue, black. At left is shown the photoengraver’s 
camera. Pinned to the board in front is the color copy for the 
opposite page, an illustration used in a Dow Chemical Co. 


advertisement prepared by MacManus, John & Adams, Inc. 
To make a negative from which the yellow halftone plate 
will be made the photographer puts a piece of violet-tinted 
celluloid (called a filter) in front of his lens. This filter per- 
mits only yellow light to pass through and hit the negative. 
‘Thus the negative is a picture only of the yellow parts of the 
color copy. With different filters, the photoengraver makes 
negatives for red, blue and black plates. At each exposure, 
the angle of the halftone screen is changed. The black nega- 
tive is made through a screen, the line of whose dots runs at 
an angle of 45°, For red the angle is 75°, for yellow, 90° and 
for blue 105°. If this were not done, the dots would print one 
right on top of each other and the combined result would be 
black. By useof different angled screens, the dots are made to 
fall next to one another instead of on each other. ‘This isshown 
in enlarged color section opposite. Once four negatives have 
been made, the photoengraver makes four halftone plates,

‘The color swatches above show the four colors used in 
standard, four-color letterpress printing. ‘The swatch 
fat farthest right is a magnified section of the color 
picture shown in the lower right-hand corner of this 
page. It explains the theory of letterpress color print- 


ing. Varying colors are achieved not by printing dots 
of color on top of each other but by printing dots 
so closely together that, to the naked eye, they seem 
to merge. For instance, when blue and yellow dots 
come close together, they produce an apparent green. 


‘The yellow plate is usually printed first in the four- 
color process. Printers generally get better results by 
printing dark ink after light, rather than light after dark,

Locomotive Wheels 
Sirs: 

‘The scientific “proof” (page 13 
of June 28 LIFE) that bottom 
spokes of locomotive wheels move 
more slowly than the upper spokes 
of the same wheel, proves nothing. 

The photographer, probably by 
intention, held the camera so that 
the horizontally moving aperture 
in its curtain shutter followed the 
direction of the engine's progress. 

‘The bottom spokes were oppos- 
ing the shutter and were caught 
instantly, therefore sharply, on 
the film, while the top spokes fol- 
lowed the shutter opening for a 
brief period, allowing the reflected 
light to travel slightly upon the

LIFE’s statement was cor- 
rect. The camera shutter had 
nothing to do with the ph 
nomenon. Reason: when a 
locomotive moves, that part 
of its wheel which touches the 
rail’ stands still during the 
brief instant of contact with 
the rail. If it did not, the 
wheel would slip and skid, 
To compensate, the diamet- 
rically opposite point of the 
wheel must and does move at 
a much faster rate. Better 
than the analogy of the man 
walking is the analogy of 
the man turning cartwheels. 
When his hands touch the 
ground, they stand still. But 
his feet are in motion and, in 
this case, his knees move 
faster than his elbows.—ED.

Norman McLeod directs his cast with cartoons 


the drawings which you see on these pages are the work of 
Norman McLeod (see picture at right) and are one way of 
directing a movie. You have seen Mr. McLeod’s sprightly 
little characters before. He used to be an active illustrator 
and still draws the advertisements for Dole pineapple juice. 
Mr. McLeod’s chief occupation, however, is directing movies 
and in this work he has found a new use for his cartoons. 
Like all directors he sometimes has difficulty in making his 
actors understand precisely what he wants them to do. 
When this occurs, he takes out his pencil and pad and 
sketches the scene, The actors study the sketches and, as 
can be seen by comparing the cartoons with the stills from 
the finished movie, catch on wonderfully. 
Topper is Director McLeod’s latest picture. Taken from 
a novel by the late Thorne Smith, it tells the story of Mr. 
Cosmo Topper, a bank president and a character made to 
order for Roland Young. Topper’s life, from his morning 
shower (precisely three minutes) to his good-night kiss (on 
the centre of the left cheek), is run by Mrs. Topper with 
great efficiency but with fun for Topper.

(Constance Bennett and Cary Grant). They come not as 
living beings but as victims of an automobile accident who 
find themselves in a semispiritual state, denied access to 
heaven because they have never performed a good deed. 
he Kerbys’ idea of a good deed is to get Topper out from 
under his wife's domination, Topper is not unwilling to 
co-operate, but the Kerbys’ actions are disconcerting. ‘They 
possess the ability to assume their earthly shapes, to become 
transparent wraiths (see p. 40) or to vanish into thin air. 
When completely dematerialized they cause pens to write, 
panties to walk and doors to open without assistance. With 
the Kerbys’ help, Topper eventually becomes a completely 
unrepressed soul, whereupon Mrs. Topper has a change of 
heart and resolves to give up her bossy ways. The Toppers 
are reunited, leaving the Kerbys with their good deed as pass- 
port to a life which could hardly be jollier in the spirit world. 
Topper is the most ambitious effort of Producer Hal Roach, 
who made his fame with two-reel comedies, in the full-length 
feature field, It should encourage him to make more.

his last of “living fossils,” known to scientists as 

Sphenodon punctatus, has scarcely evolved through 
the ages and is the most primitive of reptiles. It 
still moves its two-foot body and tail with the awk- 
ward, swaying motion of its prehistoric ancestors. 
Of sluggish nature, it sleeps most of the day in bur- 
rows which it shares with sea birds, or lies at the 
bottom of a pool for hours without breathing. The 
tuatara has no outer ears, yet can hear through a 
chain of auditory bones which are in contact with 
the skin. The brain is no larger than a big pea. Its 
large, dull eyes are circled by bony plates which 
serve as lids, Strangest of all characteristics is its 
pineal eye (bottom right), a third eye between the 
other two. Scientists are unable to determine 
whether this eye, covered by a thin layer of skin, 
is still used for sight. A row of horny scales sur- 
mounts the spine. The only real effort the tuatara 
ever makes is to snap furiously at some passing 
insect with the hope of getting a meal. Tuataras 
mate and the female lays eggs, yet neither sex is 
known to have copulative organs.

CHARLIE McCARTHY IS THE MOST OBJECTIONABLE YOUNG MAN IN AMERICA 


harlie McCarthy is a ventriloquist’s dummy of rare parts. He and his cre- 

ator, Eddie Bergen, have been on the radio since last December and Charlie 
has become steadily more saucy, caustic and independent until at times he 
has seemed to be quite beyond his creator's control. When the pair went on 
the Chase & Sanborn hour in May, W. C. Fields was added to the program in an 
effort to cope with Charlie. It was no use. Even the great Fields got the worst 
of it. The state of affairs has reached the point where the august New York 
Times has added Charlie to its editorial worries. On July 10 the Times declared: 

“Charlie McCarthy, the overbred brat of the radio, is so insufferably satisfied 
with himself that it is risky to praise him in public. But Charlie has become 
the most real personality on the comic air waves this season. . . . 

“The impression of reality comes chiefly from his voice, which has abundant 
range and variety. Basically, it is arid. Although Charlie is apparently still 
in his "teens, his little voice is aweary of the world. It has the infernal, fatigued 
assurance of a lad who has been too much in the company of his elders; itissuave, 
condescending and impertinently familiar. ... [Charlie] hasa bland tone for throw- 


ing an adversary off the track. When he feels that he is stumbling into an awk- 
ward situation his voice can make a disarming plea for sympathy; it drops away 
into a choking tone of self-pity, impossible to believe or to resist. His laugh i 
mocking and precocious. When he is in a wooing mood beyond his years his 
voice fairly coos with insincere rapture. 

“Charlie is a fairly objectionable little fellow. . .. A stern parent should have 
whaled the conceit out of him years ago, and perhaps W. C. Fields, his colleague 
on the same program, will do it yet. ‘The great mountebank of stage and screen 
is no one to trifle with. ‘My diminutive little chum,’ Mr. Fields calls him with 
grand and tautological venom as though he were sharpening a scalpel. For this 
wooden imp of the radio who sits on a ventriloquist’s knee has no respect for his 
betters. Make no mistake about it, he is a bad egg. And his personality is 
developing so rapidly that even Mr. Bergen is losing control of him, and week 
by week has less and less to say for himself. Charlie Frankenstein McCarthy may 
be the proper way to refer to him a few months from now.”
